COURAGE AND HEROISM. 

As the destruction of San Francisco | 
is the most stupendous loss that has 
ever fallen upon a city, it is very ques- 
tionable if any people under any such 
circumstances have borne their losses 
and briefs with such absolute courage 
and heroism as they are bearing them.

She arrived in Oakland on the da 
of the earthquake, expecting to be me 
there by her husband, Mdward Iid.

He lived with his 
brother Julius, in a frame building at 
No. 17 Minnie street, which was swept 
away by fire. 

When Ild had saved enough monéy, 
he sent to his wife a ticket that brought 
her on that long journey by land and 
sea from the land of the Czar. When 
me reached Oakland she had about $30 


Unable to make known her plight, 
and debarred from entering the ruined 
city to search for her husband, the un- 
fortunate woman became hysterical. 
and it was only with great difficulty 
that she be restrained when the

Finally they packed her along with 
other refugees into a train for Los An- 
geles, and she came here. The family 
of Joseph Hughes, No. 314 Hughes 
street, gave her and the boy a tempo- 
rary ‘home, and yesterday afternoon 
an effort was made to place her in 
touch, if possible, with her missing 
husband or his brother in San Fran- 
cisco. If they did not iose their lives 
they are supposed to be among the 
army of refugees camping in the parks 
or scattered throughout the surround- 
ing country. 

One ray of light came tothe woman 
in Los Angeles. When she was takea 


charge sent for members of the local 
Russian colony to act as interpreters. 
From a far different section of the 
Czar’s domains, they were unable to 
converse with her. 

Then it chanced that John Raukas 
of No. 43 West Colorado street, Pasa- 
dena, chanced to visit the rooms ia 
search of tidings of friends missing in 
the north. Hearing Mrs. Ild speak, he 
recognized the language of his native 
Esthonia, and it was a matter of but 
a few minutes for him to get the full 
story of the happy start and the sad 
ending to the long journey.

FIESTA NEXT 


T a meeting of the Fiesta Commit- 
tee and the Executive Committee 
of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, held yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the Wilcox building, the Los 
Angeles Fiesta for this year was post- 
poned until May 21, but it was positive- 
ly decided to hold it on that date, “if 
our guests are Pasadena, Downey, 
Monrovia and Santa Monica,” as a 
member jocularly put it. 
A pompous and rather dictatorial 
telegram was received yesterday from 
A. H. Collins, Imperial Potentate for 
North America, announcing that. “My 
edict stands,” and that the séssion of 
the Imperial Council is postponed in- 
definitely. 
Mr. Collins's telegram tieaves the 
reader in desperate uncertainty as to 
the time he fixes in “some future 
date,” as he says.

In the 
nature of things, they must expect 
some heavy losses, for the character/ 
of their business is such that disasters 
are inevitable. In normal years in- 
surance profits are large, as is shown 
by the ehormous su plus which some} 
of the older companies have accumu- 
lated.
